Means Survey results 
to be released by CUS 

OTTAWA (CUP) — The Canada Means Survey, carried out 
last year by the Canadian Union %j' Students and the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics, will ba mads public during the 
first week of February. 

The first report will deal with university students only 
and not those at technical institutions. Several further reports 
are planned when money becomes available. 

The survey has cost $32,000 so far, with $22,000 of this 
coming from the federal government.

27,000 militant students are 
continuing their 5tril<e today in 
60 technical and trade schools 
across the province of Quebec. 

As the strilic went into its Fé- 
cond day, students once again 
manned picket lines around their 
schools to back up demands that 
a government decree lengthening 
the academic year by four weeks 
be rescinded. 

Leaders of the UGEQ-affiliatcd 
Fédération des Etudiants de l'En- 
seignement Spécialisé du Québec 
(PEESQ) say they wilt continue 
to strike until their grievances 
arc satisfied. They say the picl<ct 
lines have been "100 per cent ef- 
fective". 

The boycott was called after 
votes were taken last week in 
cacli institution affected, from 
Thctford Mines to Rotiyn and 
from Hull to Gaspu. 

FEESQ President Michel De- 
lormc said more than 90 per cent 
of the students approved the 
strike action, except in Granby 
— the only technical school in 
Quebec with classes as usual. 

Dclorme met briefly with Pre- 
mier I.*sage yesterday after the 
Liberal leader spoke at l'Univer- 
sité de Montréal. Delormc said 
Lesage promised to discuss the 
matter with Education Minister 
Paul Gérin-Lajoie today. 

Lesage was "understanding", 
Delorme said, after he was re- 
minded that the 27,000 students 
would be voting in the forthcom- 
ing provincial election that wilt 
lower the voting age to 18. 

The students say the new ca- 
lendar, introduced without prior 
consultation with those affected 
by the change, increases the aca- 
demic year by four weeks and 
deprives them of one month's 
revenue from their summer jobs. 

The decree maintained the to- 
tal number of hours in the school 
year by decreasing the weekly 
schedule from 35 to 30 hours. 

UGEQ leaders said the stril<e 
was the largest ever undertaken 
by Quebec students and would be 
watched closely as a model for 
future syndicalist action. 

UGEQ has called for a sym- 
pathy demonstration by all its 
members. Students have been 
asked to join picketers at the 
Montreal Institute of Technology, 
at the corner of Sherbroolce and 
Jeanne-Mance Streets, Friday at 
2 pm. 

There were no reports of vio- 
lence at any of the schools and 
picketers said no students tried 
to cross the picltct lines. 

In a special appeal to McGlll 
students, Delorme said: "I ask 
for the support of all students at 
McGill University. I hope they 
will demonstrate with us and of- 
fer their support and encourage- 
ment."

The network of schools has 
been . plagued with management- 
labour trouble for the last few 
years. The Syndicat des Profes- 
seurs de l'Etat du Québec, which 
.bargains for teachers in the 60 
schools, has been negotiating for 
a new collective agreement for 
five years without success. 

A spokesman for the teachers 
said they supported the students' 
strike in principle but would 
cross the picket lines for fear of 
reprisals and loss of salary. 

While strike leaders said the 
boycott would continue, they ad- 
mitted they couldn't cut classes 
indefinitely and also pass their 
courses. ■
